JGMTFICANT  ORGANIZATIONAL  OR  UNIT  ACTr^ITITl' 


1.  (U)  General:  The  battalion  engaged  in  combat  operations  through¬ 
out  tht;  ni.nt^ty-two  day  reporting  period  except  for  two  forty-eight  hour 
cease  fire  periods  observed  during  Christmas  .and  New  Ye.ar,  All  operations 
were  conducted  in  northwestern  Pleiku  province  in  support  of  Operations 
PAUL  IV  and  TAPf  HOU?TQH^.  During  the  month  of  November,  the  b''ttcalion 

conducted  its  heaviest  firing  since  arrival  in  country  while  supporting 
operations  north  and  vKift  of  the  polei^Djercng  Special  Forces  Cajiip.  The 
b  .ttalicn  regained  attached  to  the  52d  Ai  ty  Group,  and  worked  closely  with 
th*>  iJiv  Artys  of  the  4th  Tnf  Div  .and  1st  Air  Cav  Div,  Calls  for  fire  were 
answered  for  all  ARVN,  CTDO,  and  Free  V/orlo  Kilitary  Assist'mee  Forces 
within  r  aige. 


2.  (U)  Intelligence:  ^Target  intelligence  was  obtained  prir^arily 
from  direct  support  artillery  b.attalions  >diose  fires  this  battalion  re- 
inforerd.  Additional  source  continued,  to  be  the  .Special  Forces  A 
dttaclintnts.  The  firing  batterys  wore  collocated  with  these  detachments 
dur  .ng  alnost  the  entire  period,  and  placed  observed  and  unobserved  fires 
on  targets  located  by  their  patrols.  Forward  ubservors  were  consnitted 
during  a  ikajor  portion  of  the  period,  operating  with  the  Special  Forces, 
aid  with  A^HJ  and  US  units.  The  battalion  provided  aerial  obsorvors  to 
farticinate  in  visual  n  connaisance  nissiOTis  with  the  219th  Avn  Co  on 
average  of  throe  to  four  times  each  week.  Target  intelligence  was  obtained 
fron  those  iuid  other  flights  flown  by  the  ?19th,  Idjaitod  target  lijifomation 
W5S  also  ruceiveff  from  II  Corps,  direct  from  their  CGCC  through  either 
52d  i-.rtj'-  Group  or  4th  Inf  Div  Arty.  .

The  section  was  located  at 
Toloi  DJorong  (TA856532}.  It  was  fuDy  operational  for  flfty-flv©  days, 
non-operaticnal  for  laok  of  «pendablo8  foi*  twenty-four  days,  and  operation¬ 
al  dth  a  visual  capability  only  for  an  additional  thirteen  days.

a.  Item;  Survey  Capability 

Discussion;  Firing  batteries  are  widely  separated  in  field 
locations,  and  reliable  survey  control  in  this  area  does  not  exist.  The 
175mn  guns  in  particular  reqidre  accurate  directional  control  because  of 
their  great  range.  A  large  part  of  the  battalion's  fire  is  unobserved 
and  consists  of  fire  for  effect  missions.  Therefore  fo'  maximum  effect, 
battery  locations  must  be  accurately  located. 

Observation;  The  great  distances  plus  the  problem  of  providing 
necessary  security  fo  parties  virtually  precludes  taping  and  traversing  to 
b-'.ttery  locations.  Triangulation  is  nearly  impossible  because  of  the 
terrain  and  the  thick  undergrowth,  Telluroncters  werr^  obtained  on  a  tem¬ 
porary  basis  traa  the  4th  Div  Arty,  and  used  to  extend  control  imny 
thousands  of  meters,  a  123^000  meter  traverse  to  Folel  Djercng  elusod  with 
an  accuracy  of  1  to  15,300,  and  a  slightly  shorter  one  to  Plci  I'rong  closed 
at  1  to  15,700.  Distance  measuring  equipment  hvis  been  requested  in  an 

submitted  during  the  quarter.  Directional  control  has  been  transferred 
during  the  predominantly  cloudless  dry  season  by  sii^ultancous  sun  shots.

Pads  in  the  field  locations  have  been  constructed  with  PPP 
layed  on  a  solid  base  of  l'’.to"it«,  "Trail  logs"  on  which  the  spado  is 
placed  surround  the  pad,  rjctensive  firing  frem  the  pads  at  Due  Co  showed 
them  to  bi-  generally  satisfactory,  but  indicated  that  the  logs  should  be 
raised  approximately  nine  inches  ablve  the  level  of  the  pad  to  kei-p  the 

length  of  oxpo8i.d  8»)ade  sylinder  down  to  eight ei  n  inches.  The  pads  are 

being  r  built  accord  ingly  and  will  be  ready  before  the  monsoon  3»  asen.  The 
pads  at  Pew  ^olei  DJert^ng  wcr6  constructod  with  raised  trail  Togs,  anc’  will 
be  nut  into  use  during  the  first  part  of  Feb  uary.  Test  filing  from  the  rad 
on  Artillei'jf  Hill  indicated  that  a  pad  using  a  concrete  retaining  wall  to 
enclose  a  gravel  b..8c  covered  by  a  double  layer  of  4"X4"  boards  was  very 
effective.  Trouble  was  encountered  with  a  concrete  back  atop  intended  as 
a  snade  rest  and  the  engineers  are  redesigning  this  portion.

Discussion;  The  Battalion  Metro  Suctirn  releases  four  balloon 
flights  daily.  Electronic  operations  are  ccraplotelv  dependant  on  a  reliable- 
source  of  balloons,  radiosondes,  and  a  means  of  inflating  the  balloons. 

Observation;  Metro  supplies  continue  to  be  a  critical  problem. 
The  section  was  non-operational  24  days  during  the  quarter  because  of  a 
lapk  of  expendables.  Unfilled  requisitions  date  back  to  the  first  quarter  of 
1966.  Additional  requisitions  have  been  subm  tted  and  follow-up  action  has 
been  taken,  but  the  shortage  remains  serious.  Because  of  the  existing  ^ow 
density  and  high  tempuratxu*o8,  range  corrections  for  the  guns  often 

exceed  1500  meters.  Therefore,  it  was  necessary’’  to  compensate  for  these 
two  frtctors.  Accordingly,  dvring  periods  vrtun  tho  soctifn  was  non-oper- 
ational,  four  "standard"  metros  wore  compiled  by  an  averaging  of  met 
messages  from  the  past  month.  Satisfactory  results  were  obtained  with  the 
standard  metros  with  all  observed  first  rounds  hitting  within  400  mete'  s 
of  the  target,  and  frequently  hltt ’ng  much  closer.

bleeuBsion;  The  system  is  a  complicated  one  anc?  difficulties 
have  been  experienced  the  rast  with  high  deadline  rates. 

Observ^vticn ;  The  deadline  rate  has  dropped  sharply  during  the 
past  quartc-v.  ThTrTirt^rdurinr  November  was  during  Doconbwr  11.8JC, 

and  during  January  only  O.BIS.  The  decline  can  be  attributi;d  to  the  following 
factors : 

(1)  Delivery  of  six  new  carviagos  to  rerlaco  weapens  that  had 
be-  n  in  constant  combat  operation  for  over  a  year. 
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(2)  A  vastly  improved  supnly  system  that  nrovided  the  p.rts 
necessary  to  renovo  runs  from  deadline. 

(3)  Increased  emphasis  on  crew  training  in  proper  maintenance, 
and  operational  procedures  and  techniques. 

(U)  A  battalion  urgent  narts  request  system  which  assured 
rapid  delivery  of  parts  to  batteries  In  field  locations.

a.  A  study  is  being  conducted  by  this  headquarters,  in 
concert  with  DA  actions  on  a  worldwide  Army  basis,  to  ascertain  the 
maintenance  problems  encountered  with  meteorological  equipment  in  the 
command.  Maintenance  status,  to  include  supply  problems  has  been 
requested  from  all  USARPAC  subordinate  co.'iiraands.
